New Yor«, July 4.—The a was op- 
pressively hot, the thermometer ancing 
mong the nineties. Business, except that o 
jireworks’ manufactories, Was entirely sus- 

nied. Theseaside resorts were thronged 
ith visitors, and almost every person who had 
the chanee left the hot city for cooler breath- 
ing spots. Matinees were given in several of 
the theaters, but these were not well patron- 
ized, owing to the oppressive heat. Old Trinity 
chimes rang outa series of patriotic airs in 
honor of the day. All the braves, sachems 
and chiefs of Tammany Hall filled the large 
wigwaim teday to celebrate the birth of Amer- 
ican independence. Cappas’s Seventh regi- 
ment band discoursed patriotic airs. 

Grand Sachem Flack called the meeting to 
order, and in a short speech bade all welcome 
tothe halls of Tammany society, and after 
severa! anthems were sung by the Union Glee 
club, the Declaration of Independence was 
read by Eugene 8S. Ives. Governor Lee was 
introdneed at the conclusion of the singing of 
the “Sword of Bunker Hill.’”’ He was re- 
ceived with great enthusiasm. Hespoke ina 
full, strong voice, and his references to his 
rasidence in “‘old Virginia,” was a signal for 
three cheers for the ‘‘Mother of Presidents.”’ 
He told of the annual custom of the remnant 
ofthe Pamnucky tribe of Indians to render a 
tribute to the governor of Virginia, and 
said that now the custom isreversed. Instead 
of the Indians going to the governor, a repre- 
sentative of the commonwealth has gone to 
the Indians, and came in a great ship laden 
with Virginia tobacco, that all might smoke 
the pipe of peace. He came to join with the 
braves of Tammany hall to renew upon these 
altars the fires of the first revolution. Virginia 
today clasped hands with New York in cele- 
bration of this event, as our fathers did about 
this great metropolis in the days of the revo- 
lution. Governor Lee said: 

I regret that the grand secham of Tammany hall,

- orator dwelt upon the part that Vir- 
ginia had taken in the struggle for liber- 
ty. and the acts of Richard Henry Lee before 
the continental congress: Patrick Henry with 
his ‘‘if this be treason make the most of it;’’ 
Thomas Jefferson, when he framed the char- 
ter of American liberty, and George Washing- 
ton, when he organized the militia of the 
colony. Continuing Governor Lee remarked: 

If our forefathers were derelict in anything, it 
was inthat they did not fully particularize and 
fully sei forth the rights of states. At the time of 
that session there was a young man, John Ran- 
dolph, who said he saw poison under the eagle’s 
wing, which would bring pestilence over the whole 
land. That poison was there, my friends, and you 
know when the pestilence came. We of the south 
insisted that we had a right to withdraw from the 

1. if we were dissatisfied. You, of New York, 


do not refer to this dead past to raise up sec- 
tional feeling. No. ButI want you to belicve 
that we of the sonth fought for what we believed to 
be our rights as honestly as did you of the north. We 
did not tight for rations, when we had to eat per- 
simmons to fit our stomachs to the rations; not for 
clothing; not for confederate money, forit was not 
worth ten cents a yard; but fora right. But that is 
past. It was submitted tothe sword and was de- 
cided against us. Now, the white-winged angel of 
meee covers the landand Virginia’s star shines as 
rightly in that union of blue and the stars and 
stripes asdoes New York, and if these stars and 
Stripes tucan anything, they mean that Virginia 
aud New York standon equal terms. There is no 
contention now. Allis peace and the union is in- 
one and inseparable and the 
recognizes that fact. Methinks I 

ear the volee of the great soldier who sleeps 
in Riverside park saying from his death bed that 
he feels that a great era of peace is approaching. 
Virginia is not sulking ina corner. The bars on 
her mountain side are down, and trains, laden with 
her products, she is sending tothe sea. She is pros- 
perous, and joins with the other states, north and 
south, in saying: “The union one, and indivisible.”’ 

Governor Lee’s remarks were received with 
tumultuous applause, and as he sat down the 
band broke out with the “Bonnie Blue Flag.’’

AN OLD-FASHIONED FOURTH. 

PHILADELPHIA, duly 4.—It has been ten 
years since Philadelphia has celebrated the 
Fourth of July in the old-fashioned way,but at 
the suggestion of a prominent morning neéws- 
paper, made some time ago, a considerable 
sum of money was raised by popular subscrip- 
tion, and today was celebrated as the “old- 
fashioned fourth,’’ with the exception of fire- 
works, which were forbidden by the authori- 
tics. Atnine o’clock this morning, a grand 
parade of military took place andatits con- 
clusion an immense throng of people went to 
Independence square to witness the exercises 
of the day. Ex-Congressman Wise, of Virginia, 
delivered a stirring oration; the Declaration of 
Independence was read, anda chorus of five 
hundred voices sang several patriotic airs. 

Aé the conclusion of those exercises nearly 
everybedy went to Fairmount park, where 
they listened to 1,200 children sing in Memo- 
rial hall. 

Professor Wise, with a balloon, made a suc- 
cessful ascension at 3:15 p. m. with a parw of 
three persons in the car, among them an ex- 
pert in ewrial photography. This was, this 
evening, still among the clouds, having sailed 
in an almost northerly direction. It is called 
Independence,” and was constructed espe- 
cially for this trip. One of the most ‘note- 
worthy features of the day was a boat race on 
the Schuylkillriver. There being six differ- 
ent races, the entries were so numerous that 
trial and final heats were necessary and these 
practically lasted all day. Altogether the day 
was an enjoyable one, and proved to be so pleas- 
ant that it was called a “‘people’s old-fashioned 
Fourth of July.’’ 

A GENERAL HOLIDAY IN RICHMOND. 

RIcHMOND, Va., July 4.—There was.no pub- 
lic celebration of the Fourth in this city. The 
day, however, was observed as a general holi- 
day, business being almost totally suspended. 
All federal, state, and municipal offices and 
banks were closed and the national flag floated 
over many private and all public buildings. 
Excursions and picnics from and into the city 
were the order of the day. The weather dur- 
ing the morning was delightful, but about two 
o’clock cleuds gathered and a light rain fell 
for several hours during the afternoon. Com- 
mittees of the R. E. Lee Camp of Confeder- 
erate Veterans haye made extensive prepara- 
tions for the reception and entertainment of 
the General Lander Post, No. 5, Grand Army 
of the Republic, of Lynn, Mass., who are ex- 
pected here tonight from Gettysburg. They 
will arrive in Richmond about 10 p. m. 

THE DAY IN WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, July 4.—‘Vhere was no formal 
celebration of the Fourthfin Washington, and 
the day passed very quietly. Business was 
generally suspended; all government depart- 
ments were closed, and a large part of the pop- 
ulation went into the country and to various 
suburban reg@rts. The heat in the city was in- 
tense, but wa tempered by a strong southerly 
breeze. Thére were various local celebrations 
inand about Washington city by the “Oldest 
Inhabitant association.’’ various labor organ- 
izations, and civic societies. 

The president spent the fourth of July very 
quietly, riding in from Oak View in the morn- 
ing as usual, and rejoining Mrs. Cleveland at 
Oak View in the afternoon. 

A QUIET TIME IN BALTIMORE. 

SALTIMORE, July 4.—There was no public 
celebration of the Fourth in this city,and the 
day was one of the quietest ever known. A 
few small fires resulted from the careless use 
of fireworks, and about the usual number of 
arrests for drunkenness were made. There 
wasa general exodus from the city, many 
spending the day in Gettysburg and thousands 
taking advantage of excursions down the bay. 
The Francis ‘Scott Key Memorial association 
held an‘open air meeting at Patterson park, at 
which speeches were’made and “The Star 
Spangled Banner’’ sung by a large chorus. 

THE DAY AT THE HUB. 

Boston, Mass., July 4.—The programme 
provided by the city fathers in celebration of 
the Fourth of July, was diversified in its char- 
acter, and sufficiently varied to suit all classes.

BARBECUB AND SPEECH IN MONTGOMERY. 


Montcomery, Ala., July 4.—{Specal.]— 
Fourth of July was observed more generally 
in Montgomery today than for ten years past, 
and at Riverside,a new manufacturing sub- 
urb,a grand barbecue was given, and in the 
afternoon the corner stone of a monument to 
industry was laid, with Masonic ceremonies. 
It was allin celebration of the founding of 
Montgomery’s first iron furnace, which is to 
be built in the agricultural district. 
dress was made By United States Senator John 
T. Morgan, who made an elaborate argument 
against tariff for protection. He contended 
that the iron furnaces of Alabama need no 
tariff, and he would rather no brick should 
ever be laid on yonder furnace than that it 
should be upheld -by the protectionists. He 
closed by stating that arrangements had al- 
ready been perfected by which the Nicaragua 
canal will be built, and this, he contended, 
means more than protection for the iron in- 
terests of Alabama.

TRAGEDY IN A COURTHOUSE, 


J. D. Sheahan Kills R, L. Bishop in Laurens,’ 


South Carolina. 

CotumBiA, July 4.—[Special.]--J. D. Shea- 
han, a merchant, and R. L. Bishop, proprietor 
of a liquor saloon in the town of Laurens, had 
a dispute Saturday about. some business trans 
action, during which Bishop used some very 
abusive language toward Sheahan. This 
morning Bishop was standing in the court- 
house door when Sheahan approached with a 
pistol in each hand and opened fire with both. 

sishop retreated to the clerk’s office. Sheahan 
followed and continued to fire until he had 
emptied the contents of both pistols. At the 
last shot Bishop fell dead on the floor of the 
clerk’s oftice with bullets in his body. Sheahan 
then coolly walked away and sought a police- 
man to whom he delivered his pistols and was 
locked up. Everything is now quiet. 


THE OAK RIDGE RIOT, 


Number of Killed Thirteen--Two 
More Rioters Hung. . 


New ORLEANS, July 4.—-Further particulars 
of the recent Oak Ridge riot goto show that 
subsequently the four negroes who escaped 
from the cabin were captured and hung. Mon- 
day two more were caught and imprisoned, 
one of whom was afterwards openly hung. 
The total number killed was thirteen, twelve 
negroes and one white. Several other negroes 
implicated in the riot escaped, but at last ac- 
counts the whites were in hot pursuit with the 
intention of hanging them if caught.

GREENVILLE, S. C., July 4.—[Special.J—

miles from the city, there was a shootin 
affray, resulting in the wounding of Floyd 
Batson by Ben Duncan. It seemed that Bat- 
son, who is a near neighbor of Duncan’s, used 
Some pretty severe Janguage towards Mrs. 
Duncan. This was looked over by Batson 
promising to leave the county. He did not do 
so, however, and today Batson, meeting Mrs. 
Duncan, again renewed his conversation, and 
made towards her, when her husband ap- 
peared armed with a double-barreled gun, and 
emptied the bontents of thirty-five buckshot 
in.Batson’s body. He is considered in a criti- 
cal condition, but may recover, some shots 
having been dislodged.

Scarcely had its notes died 
away, when members of the Philadelphia 
brigade and Pickett’s division began the cele- 
bration of the glorious Fourth with the boom- 
ing of cannon on East. Cemetery hill, and the 
roar of fire crackers in town. Pandemonium 
reigned supreme for an hour and ahalf. No 
such noise has disturbed this little village since 
those three memorable days of ’63. 

This morning at 7 o’clock, the members\of 
Pickett’s division proceeded to the courthouse 
and were called to order by Colonel Aylett. 
Some one proposed that‘every member of the 
division present. should give 25 cents toward 
paying the expense which Mrs, Pickett incurr- 
ed on the visit. The proposition was accepted 
with cheers and the way money rattled on the 
secretary's desk was suificient proof of the es- 
teem in, which Mrs. Pickett is held by the 
division. 

Resolutions were then adopted thanking the 
Philadelphia brigade for the hospitable man- 
ner in which they had treated them; the town 
authorities for the way they had received 


' them ; their own officials for the trouble and 


time they had given to bringing about this reun- 
ion, and the citizens for their fraternal greet- 
ing. 

The meeting then adjourned, and outside 
the building they joined in procession with the 
Philadelphia brigade. With each Pickett Man 
linking arms with a Philadelphian, the line 
proceeded to the Eagle hotel, where the part 
took carriages and started over the battle field. 
Fully one hundred carriages were in. line. 
Mrs. Pickett held a reception on the very 
ground over which her husband’s command 
charged, and within a few yards of the woods 
under whose cover he, twenty years before, had 
formed his division. 

The Pickett men were first formed in line 
and one by one advanced and were introduced 
to the wife of their old commander, by Colo- 
nel Clopton, of Richmond, Virginia, by name, 
stating their regiment and rank. She had a 
word for all, and all had a word for her. The 
Pniladelphia brigade was next presented. Her 
son, George .Pickett, stood at her side and 
when she dropped a hand it was at once 
grasped by him. 

The people then moved to 
ground, and Colonel Bachelder formed the 
survivors of Kemper’s, Garnett’s aud Armis- 
tead’s brigades, of Pickett’s division, in the 
order they had been when the charge began, 
and asked the commander of each regiment 
to step forward and point out the position his 
command ocegupied. Mrs. Pickett was the cen- 
ter of attraction on the field. She had gath- 
ered some daisiesand clover heads. A mem- 
ber of the brigade asked her for a few. She 
gave them tohim withasmile, and one by 
one they were given away tobe treasured as 
mementoes. er autograph was also eagerly 
sought, and she refused no one. 

To say that Pickett’s men are ove would 
be putting it lightly. They aredelighted with 
everythingand éverybody. In the words of a 
confederate soldier: ‘‘We are pleased, and 
pleased all to pieces; but Cowan this time has 
captured us body and soul.” 

Among the incidents of the reunion, which 
recall the battle, is a coincidence by which the 
Hibernia Rifles, the handsome escort of the 
Philadelphia brigade, have won the title of 
‘‘band-box”’ soldiers. For the past two days 
the Hibernians have found the spacious steps 
of the College church so _ delightfully 
cool and shady that they have 
spent most of _ their time _ sitting 
there. Just before the battle, twenty-four 

ears ago, a company of young students from a 

ennsylvania college had themselves mustered 
in as home guards and went forth voluntarily to 
repel the bold invader. Some of Early’s dusty 
and ragged veterans scooped in the whole com- 
mand, marched the unhappy recruits to the 
same steps, kept them sitting there all day, 
continually deriding them with remarks. 

“Don’t they look pretty in their nice new 
uniforms?” “Guess they must haye been 
raised in a band-box,”’ etc. 

While the band was playing a medley of 
confederate and union war songs, as the veter- 
ans were starting on their ride over the field, 
it struck up “‘Yankee Doodle.”’ Instantly the 
rebel ‘‘yell’”’ and union cheer showed that the 
war song of their fathers, above all others, 
had touched a sympathetic chord in the 
breasts of both. : 

This evening religious service was held. In 
the absence of the chaplain, Rev. J. K. Dem- 
orest was asked to speak before a gathering of 
Pickett’s men, mainly, in the court house. He 
spoke to them on the subject of the day— 
“How much liberty and brotherly feeling, 
characteristic of our land, should endear it to 
all its citizens.’’ 

This evening Mrs. Pickett held a reception 

t Pickett’s division headquarters, and for an 
hour shook the hand of every one presented to 
her. Immediately after the reception, she 
was serenaded py the Grand Army of the Re- 
public band. The Pickett men then ad- 
journed tothe garden of the house where the 
69th Pennsylvania men are holding forth. 
Speech-making and toast offerings was then 
the order order until late in the night. Cow- 
an’s battery and the Wheeler Rifles departed 
at 9 o’clock this evening, and some of the 
Philadelphia brigade also left for their homes. 
The Pickett’s division will leave at 4 o’clock 
in the morning, and the remaining Philadel- 
phians will leave about 9 o’clock,

Bie Hairless Phiz Becomes Covered With a 
Heavy Beard in Five Days With- 
out Apparent Cause.

“Peculiar! Well, I should say so; but that 
man going down the street is the greatest curi- 
osity I’ve ever seen,” said a friend to a News 
reporter as they stood together on -Chestnut 
street yesterday. 

“How’s that ?’’ was the quick question. 

“Did you notice his full brown beard ?”’ was 
the answering interrogatory. | 

**Yes; well?” 

“Well, that man a week ago had no more 
beard than a baby, and now look at him. You 
mightn’t believe me, put that man’s face was 
as bare of beard as the palm of my hand, up 
to five days ago. He was awfully anxious to 
grow some sort of a hirsute appendage upon 
his face, and some time ago he started to 
shave, and, though he lathered and shaved for 
six months, the best he could raise was a pret- 
ty set of pink pimples. He gave up in disgust 
a year ago, with a heart full of:despair, and 
his face as bare of beard as before. 

“His name is Frank Gilder, and he lives 
over in West Philadelphia, on Darby road, 
just below Chestnut. 

“On the night of June 27 Mr. Gilder went to 
bed in a disturbed frame of mind. He had 
been that evening twitted a great deal about 
his beardlessness. Before retiring, he relates 
himself, he wished most earnestly that his 
beard might sprout, and his accommodating 
fairy must have overheard the wish. 

‘“‘When he arose in the morning and saw his 
reflection in the glass, surprise would hardly 
describe his feelings. He was frightened ; then 
those feelings gave way to unmitigated delight. 
He danced a regular war dance in his stockin 
feet and wound it up with a whoop that rattle 
the glass in the windows fora —e around 
and brought the entire family to his room. 

‘His glass had shown him thata fine beard 
had sprouted. His face was covered with a 
quarter-inch stubble of fine beard, and he 
could feel that it was growing still. His long- 
delayed beard had started, and it had all come 
out in the night. Such a case was never 
heard of before. His appearance created con- 
sternation at the breakfast table, the family 
failing to recognize him until they heard his 
voice. The curious part of it was that his 
new beard grew so fast that a noon it was 
more than an inch long, and by sundown it 
‘was three inches long and still growing. It is 
about three inches long now and still growing, 

. but he has had it trimmed every day since it 
first came out. His great fear now is that it 
will all grow at once, and that its vigor will 
in thatway become exhausted, the hair fall 
out and leave him as badly off as before. 

‘“‘He has the additional fear, too, that it is 
sapping his vitality, as he feels himself grow- 
ing weaker daily, and the chances that an 
overgrowth of beard may cause his death. 

“Physicians whom he has consulted are ata 
loss to account for the spontaneous growth. 
One whom he consulted stated that he had 
never heard of a similarcase. He gaveit as 
his opinion that the essential structure of the 
hair, which is an assemblage of epidermic cells 
at the bottom of a flask-shaped follicile in the 
substance of the skin, were always present, 
but that some condition of the cells prevented 
wwitnem from being supplied with blood, and that 

ag they simply lay there without sprouting. Fur- 
ther, he said there may have been some con- 
dition of the papilla, in the bottom of the folli- 
cile and upon which the hair rests, which pre- 
vented the proper enlargement of the root. 

“The abnormal and sudden growth he would 
not attempt to account for, nor could he ‘sug- 
gest and means of stopping the rapid growth 
which threatens to be more disastrous and dis- 
tressing than the lack of any beard.”

“I KNOW I AM RIGHT.” 
' General Master Workman Powderly’s Lec- 
ture on Temperance. 

General Master Workinan Powderly, in the 
Journal of United Labor, publishes a temperance 
lecture addressed to the members of the Knights of 
Labor. It is entitled ‘The Justice of My Position,” 
and is a reply to unfavorable criticism made by cer- 
tain of his correspondents on lectures delivered by 
him recently in Boston and Lynn, Mass. Mr. Pow- 
derly says: 

“] know I amright. I know that in refusing to 
even touch adrop of strong drink I was and am 
right. In refusing to treat another to that which I 
do not believe to be good for myself to drink I 
know that I am right. In not allowing a rumseller 
to gain admittance into the order of the Knights of 
Labor I know Iam right. In advising our assém- 
blies not to rent halls or meeting rooms over drink- 
ing places I know that lamright. I have done 
this from the day my voice was first heard in the 
council halls of our order. My position on the ques- 
tion of temperance is right. I am determined to 
maintain it, and will not alter it one jot ortittle. I 
know that in the organization of which I am the 
head there are many good men who drink, but 
they would be better men if they did not 
drink. Ten years I was hissed because 
ladvised men to let strong drink ,alone. They 
threatened to rotten-egg me. I have continued to 
advise men to be temperate, and, though I have had 
fio experience that would qualify me to render an 
opinion of the efficacy of a rotten egg as as ally of 
the rum-drinker, yet I would prefer to have my ex- 
terior decorated from summit to base with the 
rankest kind of rotten eggs rather than allow one 
drop of liquid villainy to pass my lips. 

“Ten years ago the cause of temperance was not 
so respectable as it is today, because there were not 
so many respectable men and women advocating it. 
It has gained ground. It is gaining ground, and all 
because men and women who believed in it could 
not be brow-beaten or frizhtened. Take alist of the 
Jabor societies-of America and the total sum paid 
into the treasuries from all sources from their or- 
ganization to the present time will not exceed 
$5,000,000, The Knights of Labor is the largest and 
most influential of themall, and though so much 
has been said concerning the vast amount of money 
that has been collected from the members. 
yet the total sum levied and collected for all pur- 
poses up to the present time will not exceed $800,000, 
Now let us turn to the other side. In New York 
aloue it is estimated that not less than $25,000 a day 
are spent for drink, $75,000,000 in a year. If I cared 
more for the praise and approbation of labor’s enc- 
mies than IJ do for the interest of labor I would re- 
main silent. We are seeking to reform existing 
evils. We must first reform ourselves.’”’. «

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SOUTHERN LITERATURE. 


The Material at Hand for Young Writers of 
of the South. 
Brom the New York Evening Post. 

The trath is that this new southern literature 
has not come Into being spontapeously, but is a pre- 
carious crowth, in part released and in part impris- 
oned by the conditions, the methods, and the, laws 
which have obtained olkeewhere. The parallelism 
between the northern and southern school—if such 
they may be, styled—ig susceptible of extension. 
Thus, as the northern writers have hitherto, been 
unable to lay. an all-comprehending grasp upon 
northern American life, but have marked out little 
social fields to cultivate—quiet, refined corners in 
which to play—so the writersof the south haveas 
yet never so.much as touched the great passionate 
heart of southern character. Will they ever. be 
equipped to produce a single truly great novel of 
southern life, until they either strike out new 
methods for themselves or take the scope and model 
oftheir art fom other than the northern noyelist? 
For itis true that thus far the only figures that 
stand out clear for all time in southern fiction are 
the creole, the mountaineer and the negro, not one 
of which is @ central, commanding, historic Ameri- 
can type. Excepting these, all other forms 
in the vast drama of southern 
society move as yct, but dimly outlined, like mufiled 
figures in a mist. But what a tossing sea of forms 
that is! Never in the history of this country has 
there been a generation of writers who came into 
puch an inheritance of materialas bas fallen tothese 
younger writers of the south. Behind them. fading 
away in the distance, but still clear to the eye aad 
muost intellizible through its ruined picturesque 
landmarks, the vast landscape ofthe old regime. 
On its hither border, war; and on the hither side of 
war, peace again. In the first what gorgeous color- 
ings; wheat groupings of figures and races; and what 
scenes of caste, wealth, indolence, and pride; what 
phases of morals, manners, conduct, and faith; 
what pl “ASUTES and crimes and virtues and pursuits; 
whata whole world apart, that social worldofthe old 
south—anlike all that ever went before-or can ever 
come again! Inthe second, what ruination and 
downfall; what struggles and passions, heroisin and 
cowardice, love, parting, an@ death; poverty, sick- 
ness and famine, hatred, humiliation, insult and 
prostration! Inthe third, what wrongs and suffer- 
ings; wliat broken hearts and broken strength and 
broken fortunes; what forgiveness, reconciliation, 
growth, wealth, newmindedness, expanding sym- 
pathies, larger happiness, sweeter d, clearer 
skies! Is there inall this material any element 
wanting that could enter into the groundwork of a 
new literature of the imagination, deep, serious, 
passionate and powerful? 

Let it be supposed that the work already done is 
the beginning of such a literature. Let it be sup 
posed that the southern writer has adopted this ma- 
terial as the entire content of hisart. Then one of 
the questiéns which relate to the cardinal principles 
of his art is settled. Two, however, remain. One 
of these is: To what form shall he wed this mater- 
ial? Presumably the answer is: To the form of the 
short story orof the novel. Then the third remains 
—By what method shall this material be applied? 
And it is this last particular that has again brought 
southern literature within reach of northern iniu- 
ence. 

For the realistic method in American fiction was 
first applied at the north. There today are the most 
authoritative examplars ofits use, or its abuse, ac- 
cording as one may be pleased to think; and in the 
nature of things it would be idle to maintain that 
all imaginative prose writers in this country worth 
the name, have not been affected one way or the 
other by their theories, and the direct outcome of 
these in the form of realistic works. That the south 
has felt their influence is undeniable, for all the 
best new southern work is realistic. But the 
eular fact is worth noting, that it is not realistic in 
the sense of representative northern realism. It 
not cold; it is pot analytical; it is not 
trivial. It has caught its methods 
from the north, but it has not adhered to 
the limitations which the north has imposed on 
them. Inthis circumstance alone Lies the most 
hopeful augury of the new literature—of the litera- 
ture yet to be. For while it is impossible to assail 
this realist or that realist—this realistic work or that 
realistic work—it is impossible to assail realism as 
the cardinal principle in literary art which alone 
determines its relation of truth to human nature. 
Therefore, all that the new literature has to avoid, 
as to method, is the two methods that are essentially 
false—meihods that have been the death principles 
ofthe old literatures. These are not the realistic 
and the romantic, for realism and romance stand at 
opposite poles of the imagination, never approach 
each other, never conflict , are al we ys © gu and 
Separate. But they are th ic andthe 
pseudo-romantic. An imaginative * rose work that 
claims tobe true to human life, but is false to 
human life—that work is pseudo-realistic. An im- 
aginative prose work that claims to be true simply 
to those laws of imaginative art that are involved in 
its creation, butis false in anywise to them—that 
work is pseudo-romantic. 

Thus what realism should wage war on 
romance, but pseudo-realism, which is tl 
and counterfcit presentment of itself, 
should assail psev lo-romance. 

The south had pseudo-realistie 
Their works hadinthem that principle of falsity, 
and are dead. Yet has it produced one writer of 
pure romance; his work lives, and will live. If an- 
Other Poe shall be born, it nced not mind the north- 
ern realists’ outcry against romance. 
come, the south may well devote itself, so far as the 
prose literature of the imagination goes, to home 
material and the realistic method. 

One further need of the new Literature is southern 
‘ritics. Northern critics cannot, judge southern lLit- 
erature. They cannot judze its local color, its land- 
scapes, its dialects,its types of chardeter, its envi- 
ronment of cirewmeslances, its play of passion, its 
sentimeuts, ita,.phases of morals and of faith. Mr. 
Howells thinks Miss Murfree and Mr. Cable deal in 
ramantic that is, we presume, in pseudo- 
realistic m: proof of this would haye 
been more instructive than the assertion. Most of 
all, it should be the wor k of the southern critic, 
while foster. encouragiig, teaching, to urge pa- 
tience, modesty, humility, independence, and the 
loftiest, vastest ideals that it is possible for the south- 
ern writer to form through a study of the world’s 
great works of fiction. If noliving southern critic 
can heip him to these ends, let him go back to Poe, 
and take from his eritical writings a certain stand- 
ard of originality, contempt of mediocrity and pas- 
gion for beauty.
